Scanderbeg and Tamerlane, at the Ingagements between the King of BRIT AIN, the French, 
and the Hdlander; or that was uſed at Wirſter, Dumbar, ork, Newca#tle, Kilſyth, Inverkeith- 
ing, Pinkie Field, Pentland, Bothwel-bridge, or at the Bickering between Leith and Edinburgh, 
or at any other Fight ſince Cain and Abel, to that betwixt Michael Bibin and his Wife with 
the Rock, To defend the ſaid Burt in Time of War and Trouble; and not to abſent 
himſelf in Moſs, Muire, Cleugh, Craig, Brac, Knowe, How, Hill, nor no other part 
whatſomeyet, under the Pain of Poinding ot his readieſt Goods and Gear, and Tinſel of his 
Freedom for ever.
